DISOOUBTHSY. 



We do not propose to discuss at any 
length the matter tliat was so clearly 
(but altogether too mildly) laid before 
Mr. Justice Gray by Mr. Elliott 
yesterday. It is set forth so fully in 
our report of the Assize Court pro- 
ceedings that no one will liavo the 
least difliculty in arriving at tho con- 
clusion that both Mr. Elliott and Mr. 
Davie were treated -with great diacour- 
tesy by the Crown — who in this case 
happens to be tho Attorney General — 
•md were precluded from doing their 
duty to their clients. "Wo bolievo that 
a similar insult has not been offered to 
a member of the Bar iu this Province, 
and the result of taking tho case out.of 
the haii^ of Mr. Elliott and Mr. 
Davie has been another failure of 
Justice. After occuj)ying tho Court 
for eight liours, tho Crown became so 
befogged that the prosecution broke 
down and the prisoner got off scot 
free, through no fault, howerer, of Mr. 
Drake. This is a forcible commentary 
on tho vindictive course pursued by 
tho Crowji in elbowing out the only 
two legal gentlemen wiio had had an 
opportunity of studying the case. 

SOFT.

WhereH "Oastigation/' indeed. Wo 
once heard of a man who was kicked 
to death by grasshoppers; of another 
who was fanned to death with butter- 
flies' wings; of a third who was pelted 
with rose buds until ho died; and 
of a fourth who was killed by an 
eider-down quilt that fell upon him. 
These were all soft things, indeed; 
but the oaatigatory weapon of the her- 
ald with which wo were annihilated 
was softer than oither of tlicso. It 
was the softest thing in tho world. 
It wa» lighter than tho feather shak- 
en from tho linnet's wing, and softer 
than gilt-edged butter when cisposed 
to a noonday sun. It was the Her- 
ald's head! And not a bad sort of 
weapon, either, when stale eggs are 
retailing at 75 cents a dozen.

THE ATTEMPT UPON THE VIOE- 
ROY'S LIFE. 



Calcutta^ Dec. 12. — Intense excite- 
ment was created here this afternoon 
by tho attempted assassination of Vice- 
roy Lord Lyttou. His Lordship had 
just returned to this city by railway 
from-the frontier, and was met and 
welcomed at tho station by a large 
gathering of his adherents. After the 
customary greetings wera over, his 
party entered their carriages, which 
were in waiting, and proceeded on 
their way to the viceregal palace. 
They had gone but a short distance 
when a pistol-shot was fired hy some 
person in the crowd which lined the 
streets. The ball passed immediately 
over the head of Viceroy, who occupied 
the rear ."ieat of the carriage. 

Tho first shot was followed almost 
immediately by another, which passed 
completely over the second carriage. 
The horses were brought to a standstill 
by the drivers and the populace gather- 
ea near them, increasing their excite- 
ment with their shouts and cries for 
revenge. Everything was at once 
thrown into a Babel-liko confusion. 
Members of Lord Lytton's staff dashed 
among the crowd to 6nd the assassin 
and one of them succeeded in arresting 
the man who fired the shots. He 
proved to be a native, and w«,s, or 
pretended to be, considerably intoxi- 
cated. He was surrounded by a strong 
guard and immediately hurried off to 
prison. "No one was injured by tho 
shots, which were aimed too liigh to do 
execution. Immediately after the ar- 
rest of the would-be assassin, tho Vice- 
regal parly proceeded to tho palace, 
where they arrived without any further 
molestation. No attempt to rescue 
was made hy the native population, 
although no end of threateifing utter- 
ances were heard directed to the Vice- 
roy, the English officers, and all the 
Britisli authorities. Whether this at- 
tempt upon the life of the Viceroy is 
the result of a plot or tlie mere frrak 
of an irresponsible madman, has not 
been ascertained, but it is very gener- 
ally believed that the former theory 
of the fact will provo to be tho true 
one. The city is thoroughly aroused 
over the ovsnt, and there is a very 
lively discussion of its circumstances 
iind signifiance, both in Government 
circles and among the people. Themer- 
cantile classes of the native population 
are loud in the expression of their ab- 
horrence of the murderous act, and 
the native nobility and gentry are 
especially strong in their denuncia- 
tions. But among the English resi- 
dents the incident lias intensified, and 
l^'ought into strong relief the latent 
-feeh»g of anxiety, which has long ex- 
isted.' ^4 repetition of the scenes of 
the mutinj^of- 1857 has for some time 
been spoken'Has probal&le.

3LACS SATUZIBA?— TSS FALL 
ASSIZES. 

[Before Mr. Justice Graj-.] 

Saturday, Dec. 30. 
George Alep, who pleaded guilty of 
theft from the steamer Cariboo-Fly, was 
called up for sontencc. Ho said lie was 
awful Sony and had never before done 
anything WTong. 

His Lordship said that tho ofl'enco of 
stealing from wharves and vessels was 
serious one and he would impose a penalty 
that would deter others from following 
tho prisoner's bad example. Ho sentonc- 
68 him to tlireo years' imprisonment in 
the penitantiary with hard labor. 

James Welch alios Hughos, convicted 
of bringing goods into Canada, knowing 
them to have been stolen, had nothing to 
say, and was sentenced to three years' 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. His 
lordship remarked that this was the lirst 
caso of tho kind under tho now treaty 
with the United States, tlio goods hav- 
ing been stolen at Tacoina, Washington 
Territory, and brought across the line, 

Isaac H. Yerlin, convicted of shooting 
Mrs. Cavalhao, was next placed at the 
bar. He spoko in feoblo tones, saying 
that he did not remember what he had 
done. Through the cruel abusu of Mrs. 
Cavalhao he had been driven into this 
act. Ho was vorj', voiy sorry. If she 
h;id never used mo badly, he continued, 
I would not have been hero. She tlireat- 
ened to burn mo with vitriol and to poison 
me; she struck mo with a loaded whip, 
attacked tho character of tiij' mother and 
sister and called mo a nigger. I throw 
myself into tho hands of tlic Court, hop- 
ing your lordship will have mercy upcui 
me and sympathize with me in ray grout 
trouble. 

His Lordship expressed his deep .sorrow 
at tho position in which so rospootable a 
looking man was placed. Hi^ address 
showed that ho was intelligent, and ho 
should have known hotter than to porpo. 
trato such an act. Two years ago the law 
would have taken tho prisoner's life. The 
law has now fixed tho penalty at iinpri- 
sonmant for life, or a lesser period, in tho 
discretion of tho Court. Counsel had 
nbly and ingeniously dofendcd tho pri- 
soner; but tho Jury had found him guilty. 
Let every man under.itand that when he 
fires a gun at another he is liablo on con- 
viction to be sent to the penitentiary for 
lifo. AVliatevor had been tlie relations of 
the prisoner with the woman she had a 
right to break off the connection at any 
hour. The act of the prisoner showed 
that ho was a dangerous man to bo at 
large and the Court irould plac« aiioh u 
penalty on the prinoner as would deter 
others from copyinij his example. Tho 
sentence of the Court was that ho bo im- 
prisoned for' the term of seTeh years. If 
ho behaved himself while in gaol tho term 
of imprisonment would be reduced, and 
during the latter period of his servitiido 
his earnings would mostly <;o to his credit, 
80 that when ho came oat of gaol he 
would have the nie.Mis to start life again 
in some place where his career was nut 
known, 

MSOOT7RTE3Y OF THE CROWN. 

Mr. A. C. Elliott said that before His 
Lordship loft tho Bench ho wished to say 
a word upon a matter that tr.anspired here 
on Thursday, wliich aficcted tho rights of 
counsel retained by private prosecutors. 
His (Mr. E.'s) experience at the Central 
Criminal Court in London was that where 
counsel were retained by private parties 
for tho prosecution of criminals they 
were allowed to carry the ca.se on to the 
end. CounBol retained by such Societies 
as the ono for the .suppression of vice are 
almost invariid)ly allowed to conduct 
their case from the beginning to tho cud, 
and yet one of theso societies have no 
better standing in a court than a private 
individual has. In the matter he now 
referred to, liowever, tho Crown had 
quietly elbowed Mr. T. Davie and him. 
self out of a case in which they had been 
instructed to prosecute, and which tlioy 
had prepared with gre.at care. The Crown 
had acted in a manner which made it ap- 
pear that the counsel previously retained 
v.'ero not comjiotent to conduct the case. 
Tho learned gontloniim cited supposititious 
instances in which a counsel might have 
devoted much time in informing himself 
on intricacies and technicalities, and of 
which he would probably know more than 
any person coming fresh into the caso, 
and at the elovcnth hour the matter might 
bo taken out of his hands by tho Crown, 
which had not devoted an hour to its 
consideration, and know nothing at all 
about it. In conclusion he must say that 
both Mr. Davio and himself had received 
but scant courtesy at the hands of the 
Crown. 

Mr. Harrison roplied that the Crown 
had had the burthen of preparing the 
case, had drawn up tho indictment, and 
appeared to support it. The practice liere 
had been to make tho Crown the public 
prosecutor. In all criminal prosecutions 
here the Crown pays tho expenses. In 
the case referred to by Mr. Elliott in 
England the Crown does not pay those 
expenses. Moreover, ho was not aware 
that Mr. Elliott ahd Mr. Davio wore en- 
gaged in the case. 

Mr. Elliott roplied that at least two 
days before the trial cimo on ho met Mr. 
Harrison and told him that- ho (Mr. E.) 
was engaged in the case, and that Mr. 
Harrison then told him ho had drawn tho 
indictment. An hour before the Court 
mot Mr. Theo. Davie was shown the in- 
dictment and i/.Yi.'i nctvaUii (dlourd to (dtu- 
it. 

Mr. Harrison said the Crown expected 
the Counsel to appear and watch the caso 
for thoir clionts; but if the Crown had 
given tho case into private hands they 
would have placed it in irresponsible 
hands. 

His Lordship said he could well under- 
stand the av.-kward position Mr. Elliott

Ths Death of a Pcor, Proud Man -who ' 
■was Once "WoU-to-Do. | 

Y'esterday evening ilr. Planning 
held an inquest on the body of John 
Dudley Chapman, formerly :i gentle- 
man carrying on business as an accoun- 
tant and sometime, .;head.t clerk to 
Messrs. Pa'rfitt, tho 'army 'triilbrs, who 
who Nvns found dying in the street of 
starvation on Friday. A gentleman 
identified tho botly as that of a former 
friend. He had boon in jn-acticc as 
an auditor on his account. In ]\[arcli, 
when witness saw him, witness thought 
he was suflering from extreme poverty 
which ho believed to be the result of 
misfortune alone. He gave the deceas- 
ed money, and understood from him 
that he had failed in business, but 
could never ascertain who his relatives 
were. Thomas Lewis, police constable, 
>jaid that shortly after seven on the 
evening in question ho saw deceased 
pale and trembling leaning against a 
shop dooorway. Deceased was unable 
to articulate, but a man who was with 
.said that ho had brought him from the 
Leicester Chambers, in Costle-street, 
and then ho was very ill. Witness 
called a cab and took him to the Cleve- 
land street Infinnary. Although he 
pointed out that the man was dying 
the porter refused to admit him with- 
out an order from the workhouse. 
Witness then took him to the Middle- 
sex Hospital, whoro he was seen by the 
house surgeon who gave a certificate as 
to deceased's state, and then witness 
brought him into Wcstininstor Union. 
At the hospital deceased gave the 
name of Chapman, but on the way 
from there to tho union said his name 
was Ward. Dr. Rogers, medical officer 
of tho house, said lie saw deceased on 
admission, and found him in a perfect 
state of collapse. There was no pulse 
in either wrist, and ho could not 
spoalr. His mind was wandering, 
and he talked nonsonso. From the 
appearance on admission and tho sub- 
sequent post mortem it was evident 
that it was a shocking caso of starva- 
tion, the body and face being extremely 
emaciated. Witness found not tho 
slightest trace of food and ho could not 
havo had anytliing to cat for throe or 
four days. Tho Foreman, at the wish 
of the jury, said it was their opinion 
that deceased had been treated in a 
callous manner by tho authorities at 
Cleveland street. They desired to ad- 
journ tho inquiry for the attendance of 
the officials. The inquiry was accor- 
dingly adjourned for that purpose. — 
London Daily News, Nov, S7.

A BYLAW 
So Eoemlata tho Sanitary Condition of 
tlio OityofiTlotoria. : : 

Be it exacted by the Mayor wid Ooun- 
cil of the Corporatioh 'of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It almll nut be hiwful to lot or occu- 
py, or sutler to bo occiii)ied, as a dwelling 
any room unless tho following require- 
'ments nro complied with, that is to say: 

• (a) Unless such room contain at all 
times lit least 334 cubic feet of spiico 
for each person occupyiui; the a.iine. 
Unless suck room hiis a win(^o^v 
made to open in a numnor approved 
bv the Board of Health or Hoaltli 
Officer of tho City. . ; 

(c) Unless there ia appurtenant to such 
room tho UBOof a water closet, earth 

! , cli'set or privy, fia'aislitd with pro- 
par doors or coverings, to tlie aatis- 

> - , - faction of tho Bourd of Health or 
. Health Officer of tlio City. 

2. Any person who lets, occupies, or 
knowingly sutlers to bo occupied, any 
room ciintr.iry to the provisions of tliis 
Bylaw sliall lio liable for every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding $50, in 
the discretion of any Justice of tho Peace 
before whoui ho may bo convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
the night, or tho principal part of tho 
uight, shall be deemed to bo occupied as a 
dwelling within tiio meaning of tliis By- 
law; 

4. Where two convictions against the 
provisions uf this Bylaw relatini^ to the 
occupation of a room as a d\\ elling have 
taken place within three naoutlis (whether 
tho persons so convicted were or were not 
tho same) any Juaticu of tiie I'eaco may 
direct the clotiing of the room so occupied, 
brof the premises to which it belongs, for 
auch time as he muy deem necessary, oi 
may empower tho Board of Healcii or 
Health Oflicer of the City permanently to 
close the same. . 

5. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "The Dwellings Bylaw, 1870."
